Longmead residents rubbish claims area is improving

Residents living on the Long- 
mead estate have rejected council 
claims the area is improving and 
asked for more help to deal with 
unruly yobs. 

In a recent statement, Epsom Coun¬ 
cil claimed graffiti on the estate had 
almost been eradicated, crime had 
been reduced and there were “notice¬ 
able improvements” throughout. 

Councillor Mike Richardson said 
that he was pleased with the progress 
his authority was making in the area 
and that tackling antisocial be¬ 
haviour and “enhancing the visual 
appearance of the local environ¬ 
ment” were two of the council’s key 
priorities. 

But one resident was angry at what 
she called the “whitewash” and spoke 
about what she experiences living on 
the estate. 

The 23-year-old, who lives with her 
partner and their son off Nimbus 
Road, said they had now taken the 
decision to move and escape the con¬ 
stant fear. 

“We had kids smashing our balcony 
window with an airgun last summer,” 
she said. “And last week we had our 
bedroom window smashed with a cat¬ 
apult, which is where our baby sleeps. 

“My son could have been covered in 
glass if he had been in the room at the 
time, luckily it happened in the day 
when we were all out. 

“There’s a building site near to us 
and they break in there all the time. 
The other day they pushed a portable 
toilet over. You can hear them rattle 
the temporary fencing when they go 
through it at night. 

“My neighbour had one of her win¬ 
dows smashed and had kids climbing 


on to the roof of the porch over the 
flats and put graffiti all over it. And 
they are kids - they’re nine or 10- 
years-old. 

“I’ve lived here for nearly five years 
and it’s got a lot worse. It was a nice 
place when we moved in but not any¬ 
more. I would never walk around 
here at night, I just don’t feel safe.” 

On hearing about the problems 
which are continuing on the estate, 
Coun Richardson said he hoped 
things would start improving. 

“Obviously I’m sad to hear that 


there are reports that people think 
things haven’t improved,” he said. 

“I would certainly encourage them 
to report any of this to the various 
agencies such as the police or Rose¬ 
bery Housing Association. Unless 
these incidents are reported the agen¬ 
cies don’t get to hear about them.” 

Longmead became the borough’s 
first “community safety action zone” 
following a spate of vandalism and 
arson attacks. The zone is based on a 
plan implemented in an area of 
Bexley, south-east London, which 


suffered from robbery, burglaries and 
antisocial behaviour. 

A council spokeswoman said that it 
would help the council, police and 
Rosebery Housing Association make 
improvements. 

She said: “These agencies work 
together to tackle crime, antisocial 
behaviour and behaviour which is 
harmful to the environment. Resi¬ 
dents are encouraged to report issues 
such as youth disorder, environmen¬ 
tal crimes and criminal damage such 
as graffiti and vandalism.”

Most truants 
‘with parent’ 


You could be mistaken for 
thinking that a truancy patrol 
around Epsom would unearth 
unruly teenagers who had 
slipped out of school for the 
day with their mates to enjoy a 
bottle of cider in the park. 

But the majority of children 
found last Friday were in fact 
out with their parents, alleged¬ 
ly returning through town 
from doctor’s appointments. 

Marilyn Parsons, the truancy 
team manager for Surrey, 
spent the day with PC Kevin 
Gargini, the youth affairs offi¬ 
cer for the borough, stopping 
youngsters who should have 
been at school. 

During the operation, which 
is carried out in Epsom every 
month, one girl known to po¬ 
lice for having a problem with 
truancy was stopped as she 
made her way to school. 

PC Gargini said: “She was ac¬ 
tually placed on an acceptable 
behaviour contract and one of 
the reasons was because she 
was not attending school. She 
was late but at least went.” 

Another mother, who was 
stopped with her daughter

while shopping, claimed her 
daughter was suffering with 
severe flu and was too ill to at¬ 
tend school. At first she re¬ 
fused to supply the truancy 
officer with any personal de¬ 
tails, but eventually relented. 

“I always say to people, if 
their child is genuinely ill and 
they have nothing to hide, then 
they should just give me their 
details,” Mrs Parsons said. 
“Providing I have their child’s 
correct name, I can get it all 
from our database anyway.” 

Students that are unaccom¬ 
panied by an adult are either 
taken back to their school or 
dropped in a designated area, 
which for Epsom is Epsom and 
Ewell High School. 

According to government fig¬ 
ures released in October last 
year, Surrey has some of the 
highest truancy rates in the 
south-east of England. But 
contrary to belief, the time of 
year has no effect on the num¬ 
bers of students missing 
school for the day.

“No day is busier than the 
other,” Mrs Parsons said. 
“Cold, wet, winter days are just 
as busy as Fridays in the sum¬ 
mer. Although we tend to find 
that afternoons are slightly 
busier than the mornings. 

“Most children not attending 
school don’t wake up on a 


sunny morning and think to 
themselves that they will go to 
the beach. There’s usually an 
underlying problem as to why 
they’re not attending and 
that’s what we try to find out.”

Cash boost to lower flood risk 


There is good news for people who live 
in fear that their homes will be flood¬ 
ed. 

Surrey County Council is to invest 
more than £lmillion a year in a bid to 
cut down the risk. 

This means a minimum of £3.6mil- 
lion for the next three years to reduce 
the risk of high waters damaging 
homes and businesses as well as pro¬ 
tecting roads from floods. 

In March last year, the county’s exec¬ 
utive committee earmarked an addi¬ 


tional £lmillion for additional 
drainage, gully cleaning and other 
areas of improvements and it set up a 
task group to look at the best ways of 
spending the money to have maximum 
effect. 

David Munro, executive member for 
transport, said: “Flooding is a serious 
issue for Surrey and the country as a 
whole. 

“What we are setting out here is our 
plan to protect the county against 
flooding in the future.”

£2.5m pricetag for 
600-year-old barn 


Dame Annis Barn, the 15th centu¬ 
ry house which was moved from 
Essex to Epsom in the 1920s, is up 
for sale with an asking price of 
more than £2.5million. 

Last year plans to build luxury 
houses and apartments in part of 
the two-acre grounds of the barn 
and a neighbouring garden 
brought determined opposition 
from residents’ organisations. 

The development was turned 
down by Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council. 

Dane Annis Barn in Burgh 
Heath Road has an extraordinary 
history. 

In the 1920s the house, a convert¬ 
ed barn and part of the estate of a 
15th century moated farmhouse in

Essex, were moved brick by brick 
and timber by timber to be recon¬ 
structed in Epsom. The house was 
taken over by the War Commis¬ 
sion in 1939 to house a member of 
the War Office close to London. 
His identity is still unknown. 

Commissioners built a strong 
room, now a study, to house confi¬ 
dential and secret documents and 
a steep flight of steps leading to a 
200ft long tunnel through the side 
of a chalk pit and leading to an un¬ 
derground shelter. 

The four-bedroom, five reception 
room house, which has been ex¬ 
tensively modernised, has its own 


all-weather tennis court and a 
summer house. 

According to the brochure is¬ 
sued by estate agent Savills, plan¬ 
ning permission has been granted 
to extend the ground and first 
floor accommodation. 

Property website thisishouse 
prices.co.uk shows that the house 
was sold in 2002 for £1,015,000. 

The Halifax county house price 
survey released this week showed 
Surrey was still the most expen¬ 
sive county in the UK, closely fol¬ 
lowed by Hertfordshire and 
Berkshire.

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School may be knocked 
down for new homes 


Plans to demolish a West Ewell 
secondary school and replace 
it with hundreds of homes 
have met an angry response 
from nearby residents. 

Epsom and Ewell High 
School in Ruxley Lane has had 
plans drawn up to move the 
school across to one of its play¬ 
ing fields to make way for the 
huge redevelopment. 

But residents in nearby 
Scotts Farm Road who over¬ 
look the site are claiming that 
the increased number of 
homes would massively in¬ 
crease local congestion. 

One resident, Paul Child, 
said that he always knew the 
open space could be at risk. 
“We had a feeling something 
was up three years ago,” he 
said. “The playing field was al¬ 
ways immaculately kept, but 
two years ago we noticed that 
the grass was suddenly 2ft 
high. We approached the 
school but they just said that 
they couldn’t afford to cut it. 

“They are now saying that 
the playing fields are unsuit¬ 
able for sports because there is 
a slope, but that has never been 
a problem before now.” 

One former student said that 
he was shocked at the plans to 
demolish the school after so 
much money had been spent 
on it. 

He said: “I left in 2002 but 
while I was there they built a 
new sixth form centre, six sci¬ 
ence labs, a drama studio and

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two IT suites. If they bulldoze 
it all, it will be such a waste of 
money.” 

But Councillor Derek 
Phillips said the plans for the 
new school were “exciting” 
and “great for the area”. 

He said: “People are saying 
that it will drive house prices 
down, but if this school really 
is as good as they are saying it 
will be, that won’t happen. 

“It will be a positive thing for 
the area but the issue of con¬ 
gestion would definitely have 
to be looked at.” 

A spokesman for Surrey 
County Council confirmed the 
plans had been drawn up and 
shown to local residents but 
said there were “issues to re¬ 
solve”. 

She said: “The school is 
working with a consortium of 
architects, planners and devel¬ 
opers to develop a scheme to 
rebuild the school on the un¬ 
used sloping playing field to 
the rear of the site.

piggy stayed at home, this lit¬ 
tle piggy is going to f*** you,” 
the court heard. 

The pig’s head was said to 
have arrived at the victim’s of¬ 
fices on March 2 last year, just 
four days before her birthday. 


Mr Anderson was then arrest¬ 
ed at his home on September 
19. 

He has denied the charge 
and the case will be sent to 
Kingston Crown Court for 
trial on March 12.

Residents braced for 
new council tax rise 


Council tax for Epsom and Ewell 
residents is set to rise substantially 
this year with the final figures an¬ 
nounced in two weeks. 

Epsom Council has not yet for¬ 
mally released its new council tax 
figure, although it is strongly be¬ 
lieved a 4.5 per cent increase is 
planned. 

Councillor Keith Mann said that 
although a proposed figure had 
been put forward, it would not be fi¬ 
nalised until Surrey Police had an¬ 
nounced its increase, which is 
believed to be announced sometime 
next week. 

Last year people in band D homes 
in Epsom and Ewell paid £1,327.40 
in council tax. That figures is set to 
be much closer to £1,400 when the 
final budgets are agreed later this 
month. 

Coun Martin said: “It’s prema¬ 
ture, the figure isn’t finalised. We 
can’t ratify ours until we get the po-

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lice precept. They’re being very 
bullish about what the Government 
has done to them and that will have 
a big effect on our figure.” 

Epsom’s final figure will be con¬ 
firmed at a council meeting on 
February 19. 

Surrey County Council said its 
share of the local tax would rise by 
4.8 per cent, equating to an average 
of nearly £50 extra a year for each 
Surrey resident. The increase 
means that the county council’s 
portion of the council tax bill will 
be £1,058. 

Like the police, the leader of the 
council, Nick Skellett, blamed the 
Government for the huge rise and 
said that they had difficulty in 
keeping the increase as low as they 
could. 

He said: “This is a council tax in¬ 


crease which has its origins in 
Whitehall and not in Surrey. We 
went to see the Local Government 
Minister in December to confront 
him with our concerns and our ar¬ 
guments do not appear to have been 
listened to. 

“Once again the Government has 
failed to give us enough money to 
meet the needs of Surrey people, 
but we have managed to keep down 
our rise to 4.8 per cent, just under a 
pound a week for a typical band D 
household. We have had significant 
problems in matching demand with 
resources and it is has been ex¬ 
tremely difficult, given the con¬ 
straints placed upon us by 
Government, to find solutions to 
very difficult budgeting problems.”

Media star George, the portly 
hedgehog the size of a football, is 
now slimmer and fitter. 

The huge hedgehog was 
brought into Wildlife Aid in 
Leatherhead in November, 
weighing five times the weight of 
an ordinary specimen. 

His rotund, spiky figure attract¬ 
ed national attention from televi¬ 
sion and newspapers and he was 
even invited to star at the 
Southampton Boat Show where a 
new vessel called the Hedgehog 
was introduced. 

But his weight was threatening 
his life and he needed expert care 
from the animal charity to save 
him. 

Over the past 10 weeks, he has 
been on a restricted diet, includ¬ 
ing cat food. At a weigh-in on Fri¬ 
day, his carers celebrated a 
weight loss from 2.2kg down to 
1.8kg. 

He is still a long way from his 
ideal weight but, with a steady 40 
grammes a week coming off, he 
has lost one fifth of his body 
weight. 

When he was first brought into 
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the animal hospital, it was 
thought he was suffering from a 
condition called ballooning, 
where air gets trapped under the 
skin and causes the animal to in¬ 
flate. 

On closer inspection, George - 
as he was named having come in 
with another hog called Mildred 
- was found simply to be over¬ 
weight. 

Now that George has mastered 
the act of eating less, he is about 
to be introduced into a little exer¬ 
cise. Along with his companion 
Mildred, he is will now be given a 
large enclosure in which to roam 
during the day, which should help 
to speed up his dieting efforts. 

Sara Cowen, head vet nurse at 
Wildlife Aid, said: “We are very 
pleased with George’s progress. 

“A steady loss is exactly what 
we had hoped for, and, with the 
introduction of some exercise, 
we are confident that he will con¬ 
tinue to lose weight over the com¬ 
ing months.”

MRSA worry 


Infections rates at Epsom and St 
Helier Hospital have been de¬ 
scribed as “extremely worry¬ 
ing” after the hospital recorded 
the second highest rate of 
MRSA infection in London. 

The latest Health Protection 
Agency (HPA) figures showed 
19 cases of MRSA were found 
between July and September 
last year. 

The hospital also had Lon¬ 
don’s third highest rate of C diff 
in that quarter, with 122 cases of 
it being detected in patients 
over 65. 

In November, Sutton Coun¬ 
cil’s health and wellbeing 
scrutiny committee ordered an 
investigation into infection 
rates at the hospital but its 
members claimed they still had 
not received a satisfactory re¬ 
sponse. 

Committee chairman Coun¬ 
cillor Stuart Gordon-Bullock, 
said: “We strongly believe it will 
be possible to get rates down but 
it will take more effort by the 
hospital to get this done. 

“We are still waiting for an¬ 
swers to our questions about 
hazard assessment and control. 

“The current situation is 
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extremely worrying.” 

A spokesman for the hospital 
trust said infection rates had 
fallen since the last HPA count. 

“Our reported MRSA bacter- 
aemia figures for the last quar¬ 
ter of 2007 (October to 
December) dropped to eight. 

“Furthermore, the number of 
cases of C diff has been cut 
drastically - from more than 60 
in July last year, to less than 20 
in December.” 

He added that measures taken 
by the hospital - including a 
deep clean, recruiting staff to 
the infection control team and 
extending the MRSA screening 
programme - could be attribut¬ 
ed to the reduction. 

He said: “It is also important 
to note that MRSA is not just a 
problem in hospitals, and that 
many of the patients who are 
diagnosed with it in hospital 
have brought it in with them 
from the local community.” 

Representatives from the hos¬ 
pital are due back before the 
council’s health scrutiny com¬ 
mittee in March.

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Councillor put to test 
on £lm recycle plan

Residents concerned about a new 
£lmillion plan to revolutionise rub¬ 
bish collections in the borough 
should recycle words of advice 
from a leading Sutton councillor 

Councillor Colin Hall, the coun¬ 
cil’s executive member for the envi¬ 
ronment, rolled up his sleeves to 
sort through a bag of rubbish 
dumped on him by the Sutton 
Guardian team. 

We asked Coun Hall to rummage 
through a bag of our detritus to 
help show our readers how his new 
landfill reducing measures would 
work. 

Coun Hall resisted the urge for 
rubber gloves and opted for the 
more dainty tool of a plastic fork to 
sort the contents of a typical black 
bin liner into items which could or 
could not be recycled. 

Wading through used soup cans 
and soggy tissues, the deputy coun¬ 
cil leader whittled down the stinky 
collection until just a few unrecy- 
clable items remained, proving, he 
said, how simple recycling could be. 

The new rules, which come into 
force in June, are part of the coun¬ 
cil’s strategy to recycle more waste 
and meet demanding European 
landfill targets. If it does not meet 
the Brussels directives it will be hit 
with heavy fines, a move which 
could affect council tax bills. 

Changes, including the handout 
of free compost bins, a return of 


glass collections and a new £35 
charge for garden waste, have been 
agreed. 

Coun Hall said: “If we get this 
right, not only will we make a very 
significant contribution to the envi¬ 
ronment but at the same time we 
will save a lot of money for our 
area. 

“Some of our new policies will 
take a bit of getting used to but I am 
asking all our residents to work 
with us on these changes. 

“Although we expect to easily beat 
our Government target to recycle 45 
per cent of household waste by 
2010, this is not enough.” 


Coun John Kennedy, opposition 
spokesman for waste management 
and recycling, said the issue tran¬ 
scended party politics. 

“Both main parties have, for the 
first time, worked jointly on a bor¬ 
ough policy,” he added. “We are 
fully aware the local community 
wants us to do more than just bury 
domestic waste in the hope that it 
disappears.”

the dark at 


pharmacy 


Dozens of patients have missed 
out on important medication 
because Rosehill Pharmacy 
has been struck by rolling 
power cuts over the past 
month. 

Staff resorted to working by 
candelight but were unable to 
dispense up to 100 prescription 
drugs while the main comput¬ 
er system was down. 

Jay Parmar, the store manag¬ 
er, labelled some medicines in 
the semi-darkness but was wor¬ 
ried about handing customers 
the wrong prescriptions. 

Three power failures over 
three separate weeks have ap¬ 
parently cost him £450 and 
trade steadily accumulated 
over 14 years. Heating cut out, 
fridges defrosted and cash tills 
closed during the repeated 
shutdowns. 

Mr Parmar, 42, said: “When 
hand-writing labels you have 
to be extremely careful other¬ 
wise people taking heart 
tablets could end up with 
paracetamol. It’s very danger¬ 
ous. 

“Before the power cuts, I had 
promised people medicines if 
they came in the next after¬ 
noon. But I was unable to place 
any orders and customers were

left disappointed. 

“Some have started going to 
our main competitors and will 
never come back. We couldn’t 
use telephones to call EDF, so I 
don’t even know if the problem 
has been solved.” 

This week, EDF Energy Net¬ 
works apologised to the phar¬ 
macy and other customers for 
the fault with the electricity 
supply in Wrythe Lane. 

A spokesman said workmen 
had now made the supply more 
stable by reinforcing the local 
electricity distribution net¬ 
work. 

“Since all this work has been 
carried out, the network has 
been much more reliable, with 
no failures,” he added. 

“But we will carry on moni¬ 
toring the situation in the com¬ 
ing months to ensure 
customers continue to have a 
reliable supply of electricity.”

Crisis point for Meals on Wheels? 


Keeping the wheels turning for 
Suttons’ Meals on Wheels ser¬ 
vice is proving a hard task 
after a dramatic fall in the 
number of volunteers it can 
call on. 

The service, which delivers 
almost 2,000 dinners every 
week to housebound people, is 
desperate to recruit as many 
new volunteers as possible and 
is seeking residents who can 
spare as little as three hours, 
weekly, fortnightly or monthly. 

Area organiser Sylvia Collyer 
said things had almost reached 
crisis point. 


“We’ve got to find some more 
people from somewhere - the 
service carries on rain or 
shine,” she said. 

“Our volunteers say how re¬ 
warding it is, knowing that be¬ 
cause of them somebody has 
had a regular hot meal. 

“We also act as a vital lifeline 
to the elderly or those who are 
housebound.” 

The service was started in 
1949 by two women who would 
deliver meals to homes around 
the borough. 

The Women’s Royal Volun¬ 
tary service then took over 


running things until 1979 
when a partnership was drawn 
up, with the council providing 
meals and other organisations 
organising the volunteers. 

Potential volunteers will 
need to hold a current driving 
licence and be able to spare 
three hours or more a month. 

Escort volunteers are also 
sought to accompany the 
drivers.

‘Don’t have a stroke 
out of office hours’ 


Changes to how stroke patients 
are treated in the borough may 
cost lives Conservative council¬ 
lors claim. 

But Sutton and Merton Primary 
Care Trust (PCT), which is spear¬ 
heading a pilot scheme, said the 
opposite was true. 

As of January 28, patients who 
need acute care after suffering a 
stroke outside of St Helier Hospi¬ 
tal’s 8.30am to 4.30pm opening 
hours will be transported by am¬ 
bulance to St George’s Hospital in 
Tooting. 

It is hoped the new scheme will 
allow patients extended access to 
life-saving drugs and CT scans, 
something they would not have 
previously received. 

Dr Marytn Wake, a local GP and 
joint medical director of Sutton 
and Merton PCT, said the changes 
could bring colossal improve¬ 
ments, especially to the 10 to 15 
per cent of patients who require 
the greatest medical attention.

“We are taking part in this 
scheme as it will save lives and 
help people to recover from 
stroke,” he said. 

“St George’s is one of the few 
hospitals in the country to offer a 
24-hour specialist stroke service 
with CT scanning and clot-bust¬ 
ing thrombolysis drugs. 

“By ensuring patients are treat¬ 
ed here when specialist facilities 
are not provided in local hospi¬ 
tals, we can save lives and aid re¬ 
covery.” 

He added that while 24-hour 
acute care at St Helier might be 
ideal it was not viable and a long 
term look towards a network of 
care was a better option. 

The PCT estimated most pa¬ 
tients would continue care at St 
Helier with about five patients 
being seen at St George’s. 

But local Conservatives have 


slammed the PCT for lack of 
transparency after the move was 
only revealed to Sutton Council’s 
health and well-being scrutiny 
committee last month. 

The committee’s chairman, 
Councillor Stuart Gordon-Bul- 
lock, called it “a debacle” and 
Conservative leader Paul Scully 
said the situation was unaccept¬ 
able. 

“This could be a matter of life 
or death for a stroke victim at the 
peak of rush hour,” he said. 

“The message is clear - don’t 
have a stroke out of office hours 
or at the weekend.” 

The pilot runs until July 28.

New head has a few 
to turn failing school 

Over the past few weeks The Bea¬ 
con School in Banstead has not en¬ 
joyed the sort of publicity that its 
former headteacher used to crave. 

On the contrary, the headlines 
over its failed Ofsted inspection 
have probably done little to reas¬ 
sure parents of current pupils, let 
alone attract new students in the 
autumn. 

But with the installation of an 
extremely successful interim 
headteacher whose role is to start 
getting the school in order, staff 
and governors are attempting to 
put the negative headlines behind 
them and make a fresh start. 

The school’s Ofsted report was 
released last week. It showed that 
the inspectors thought it was fail¬ 
ing to give pupils an acceptable 
standard of education and, more 
worryingly, that the school did not 
have the capacity to make the nec¬ 
essary improvements. 

John Darker, who led the school 
from 1988, announced his decision 
to leave following the government 
inspection. 

He released a statement saying 
that he needed an eye operation, 
and that it was time to leave. 

While the search for a new head¬ 
teacher continues, Jennifer 
Thomas has been seconded to the 
school for three months in a bid to 
begin tackling its problems and 
start dealing with the failing parts 
of the organisation. 

She is clearly an extremely able 
headteacher with more than 30 
years experience - just the right 
woman to get the school back on to 
the right path. 

Speaking modestly about her ca¬ 
reer (this is now the third time she 
has been drafted in to save a fail¬ 
ing Surrey school and her own 
school in Reigate has received two 
outstanding Ofsted inspections) 
she refuses to accept she is a “su¬ 
perhead”. 

“There’s no such thing,” she 
says. “It is a phrase which has 
been coined by the media. I see

the interim headteacher, that’s my of¬ 
ficial title.” 

Speaking from her temporary office 
within the school, Mrs Thomas’ en¬ 
thusiasm and genuine care for the 
pupils under her care shines through 
as she talks about her plans to get The 
Beacon back on track. 

“We had a parents’ evening to talk 
about it and they were obviously con¬ 
cerned,” she adds. “But there was a 
very good turnout which shows they 
have a great interest in their chil¬ 
dren’s education. 

“I am quite certain there are a lot of 
worried parents and quite rightly so. 

“I felt when I came here there were 
a number of positives to build on and 
I believe that this school should be 
out of special measures in a year. 

“What was missing is very basic. 
I’m not underestimating the chal¬ 
lenge but because it’s so basic, when 
you have the structures in place it 
should be simple to change.” 

With 75 teachers to manage, Mrs 
Thomas certainly has no easy task, 
but she is positive that the changes 
she has already made will start to 
bear fruit soon. 

“I have been delighted about the 
number of supportive phone calls I 
have received from parents, people 
saying that already the changes 
brought in have made a difference.” 

Walking around the school’s 


grounds with her, I was taken into a 
variety of lessons. Although she has 
only been at the school for two weeks, 
the pupils were aware of who she was 
and the reason why she was at their 
school. 

On one occasion we walked into a 
classroom where the teacher had 
called for a student manager - a mem¬ 
ber of staff who is called when a dis¬ 
ruptive pupil is preventing the lesson 
from continuing. I soon begin to re¬ 
alise that I am not supposed to be wit¬ 
nessing some of the behaviour which 
could have been partly behind the Of- 
sted inspection failure. 

Although this should not reflect on 
the majority of the school - most stu¬ 
dents I saw were smart, polite and re¬ 
spectful to their temporary 
headteacher - it undoubtedly had an 
effect on the atmosphere within the 
school. But this is one of the aspects 
that Mrs Thomas is trying to change. 

“I’ve increased lesson observations 
and increased the number of staff 
walking around the school,” she says. 
“I think it’s very important to help 
the students focus on their work. It 
also provides a snapshot of the 
school. I think like our staff the stu¬ 
dents are feeling quite bruised by the 
report.” 

Although she never spends more 
than a few months at the schools she 
is briefed to rescue, Mrs Thomas ad¬ 


mits she grows attached to the pupils 
and remains interested in seeing how 
the schools progress after her depar¬ 
ture. 

“I accept the responsibility for the 
time that I am here,” she adds. “My 
attitude is if I can kick start the 
progress I have achieved something. 
These youngsters only get one chance 
at education. I think I can achieve 
this kick start. The school is full of 
mature, charming, motivated stu¬ 


dents. 

“Ofsted inspections can be an anx¬ 
ious time. Of course, anyone being 
scrutinised is bound to be nervous. 
But painful though it is, the Ofsted re¬ 
port can only assist the school, it’s a 
good thing.”

“That has happened,” she says. 
“Schools have got outstanding after a 
failed report. The staff are working 
very hard to get the school back on 
track and want it to do better. It’s a 
good atmosphere here, but it doesn’t 
happen overnight.”

Legendary American jazz drummer

About three years ago, me and 
Fleckney Snr went to the Criterion 
Theatre on Piccadilly Circus to see 
the Complete History of America. 

We had a choice of that and the 
rather brilliant Complete Works of 
Shakespeare (Abridged), but we 
had already seen that. 

We collected our tickets, re-mort- 
gaged the house for a thimble of 
ice cream, muscled our way past 
the Americans in caps and settled 
down to watch... the Complete 
Works of Shakespeare (Abridged). 
(Again). Wrong tickets. 

But we were delighted to watch it 
again; firstly we already knew it 
was brilliant fun, and secondly 
our common, capricious 
Alzheimer’s gene meant neither 
of us could remember the gags 
anyway. 

The award-winning show is now 
touring and comes to Epsom 
Playhouse next week. And this is 
the gist: three men sprint through 
all 37 of Shakespeare’s plays in 87 
minutes. Thirty six in the first half, 
Hamlet in the second. Each one 
(except Hamlet) having been 
stripped and peeled and reduced 
until you have a miniature Russian 
doll of the original. 

Then come the tweaks - Othello is 
performed a as a rap, Titus 
Andronicus as a 
cookery show, for 
instance. 

Ryan Ellsworth, 

32, from Vancouver, 
is one of the 
performers (Declan 
Mills, Simon Cole 
and Glen Conroy 
make up the rotat¬ 


ing cast of four): “It started with 
three young hippie-type guys in 
south California, they did Romeo 
and Juliet in 20 minutes and they 
took it to medieval fairs where new 
age travellers would hang out. 

“Then they tried Hamlet, then the 
complete works and then took it to 
Edinburgh in the 80s. 

“The main guy - Adam Long - 
was a big fan of the Marx Brothers, 
which is an interesting starting 
point for three guys riffing on stage, 
sparring and doing bits of Bard 
that people are familiar with. I 
think he wanted to tap into some¬ 
thing vaudeville and music hall.” 

And is this a blagger I see before 
me? Edinburgh is awash with 
conceptually similar shows - 
reduced this, one-man that. Many 
inferior, I hasten to add. 

“Hamlet we spend the most time 
on,” Ryan continues, “it is his 
best known play and we do it in 
about 30 seconds, then we repeat it, 
getting faster and faster and then 
we do it backwards, which is great 
fun. 

“We do all the histories - 
we do the war of the roses 
as an American football 
game, Titus Andronicus we 
have turned into a food pro¬ 
gramme that is kind of 


Delia Smith versus Quentin 
Tarantino. 

“It has stood the test of time 
amazingly. Part of the appeal is that 
you learn a hell of a lot from it. We 
did it in Stratford as a guest of the 
Royal Shakespeare Company, so 
everybody there had seen the entire 
Shakespeare canon, but they still 
loved it. 

“There is an unknown 
quantity as well because there is 
some audience participation and 
people will do strange things. We 
have had people disappear back- 
stage and run into the wings, so out 
of complete terror we’ve had to go 
and find them. 

“You can get a local amdram 
society up who completely outshine 
you. Every night’s different.”

On Valentine’s Day, Temur 
will be offering his customers 
a free glass of bubbly each to 
mark the occasion. It’s these 
little touches that make dining 
at Village Charcoal a memo¬ 
rable experience. 

Temur and his manager 
Mesut Bas and assistant man¬ 
ager Sukson Cimar pride 
themselves on the quality of 
food and service. 

“We only buy the very best 
cuts of meat,” says Temur, 
“and everything is bought 
daily and cooked fresh. 

We visited it one lunchtime 
and although the weather was 
cold outside the atmosphere 
was warm inside and the food 


evoked memories of holidays 
in the sun. 

We started with a mixed 
meze which tasted as good as 
any I have had on holiday. 
There was humus, taramasala- 
ta, salatasi, dolma, stuffed vine 
leaves and patlican tava. I par¬ 
ticularly liked the latter which 
was a hot starter featuring 
fried aubergines, green pep¬ 
pers and yoghurt and tomato 
sauce. 

The meze is a perfect intro¬ 
duction to the range of dishes 
on the menu and to Turkish 
food. It is £5.65 for one and 
£8.95 for two and a great way to 
lunch. 

For the main course, Temur 
prepared a selection of grilled 
meats with a delicious, tradi¬ 
tional Turkish salad with feta 
cheese. 

There was chicken kebab, 
kofte kebab and lamb chops. 
The meat was succulent and 
tender and came with a choice 
of dips - a hot, spicy chilli 
sauce and a yoghurt and garlic 
sauce. 

The restaurant also serves 
good Turkish wine at very rea¬ 
sonable prices and there are 
French and Italian wines too. 

And if you want to add more

There has been a Chinese 
restaurant in Tadworth High 
Street for ten years, but only 
two years ago was it bright¬ 
ened up, refurbished and 
named Tiger Lily by its new 
owner Peggy Liang, writes 
Lisa Williams . 

With her came three chefs, 
each hailing from a different 
region of China or Hong Kong, 
who have brought their region¬ 
al influences into the impres¬ 
sive menu. 

When I visited the homely 
eaterie I placed my trust in 
Peggy, who picked out a range 
of delicacies from the restau¬ 
rant’s menu. 

The prawn “snowballs” I had 
as a starter were both succu¬ 
lent and crispy in equal mea¬ 
sure. Similarly the vegetables 
inside the spring rolls had pre¬ 
served their bite while the bat¬ 
ter was just light enough. 

Best of all was the chicken 
satay which came as tender 
twists of seasoned meat driz¬ 


zled with a moreish peanut 
sauce. 

Veering away from the old 
favourites I sampled some 
rarer treats such as duck with 
orange sauce. This duck melt¬ 
ed in the mouth while the cit¬ 
rus cut through the flavour 
like a dagger. 

Sizzling dishes are always 
showstoppers, and the sizzling 
garlic prawns were no excep¬ 
tion. 

The prawns were juicy while 
the sauce was fragrant and, 
unlike many supermarket of¬ 
ferings, it was clear to see that 
the chef had not skimped on 
the amount of prawns in the 
portion. 

Talking about the coming 
Chinese New Year Peggy told 
me the animal of her birth 
year was the rooster. 

Roosters are hardworking 
and loyal, she told me, and 
from the service I received at 
her restaurant I would have to 
agree.

AB Fab 

This Fabia has 
more room to 
move but still 
retains its 
supermini status 



As significant new cars go, Skoda's 
Fabia supermini is right up there. 
The original model, after all, turned 
the Czech company around, selling 
more than 1.5 million units, with over 
112,000 finding their way to these 
shores. 

Its successor has important shoes to 
fill, and plenty of much tougher op¬ 
position too, writes Andy Enright. 

Rivals have upped their game con¬ 
siderably in recent years however, 
and the result is that Skoda thought 
long and hard about what kind of 
car it needed this MK2 model to be. 

Launched at the 2007 Geneva Motor 


Show with an estate version out at 
the beginning of this year, early im¬ 
pressions of the new generation 
model suggest that the thinking time 
has been well spent. 

While the old Fabia was never real¬ 
ly focused on keen drivers (even the 
vRS model was a rather modest 
diesel) it remained a very civilised 
steer. 

The latest model carries over some 
of the engines and improves some of 
the others. 

With four petrol units and three 
diesels available, there's no shortage 
of choice. The petrol range kicks off 


with the three-cylinder 1.2-litre HTP 
engine, developing 60bhp. The next 
step up is the 70bhp 1.2HTP 12v, fol¬ 
lowed by the 85bhp 1.4 16v. A 1.6-litre 
16v engine is also offered with a six- 
speed Tiptronic automatic gearbox 
option. 

The trio of diesel engines starts 
with two 1.4-litre TDI units in either 
70 or 80bhp guises with a 1.9-litre TDI 
that’s good for 105bhp at the top of 
the range. 

No news yet on whether the excel¬ 
lent 2.0-litre diesel will make an ap¬ 
pearance. Prices start at £7,990 and 
there are 1, 2, 3 and Sport trim levels. 

It’s a notably bigger car now, the 
subsequent growth of the family 
hatch in size giving this Fabia a bit 
more room to let its belt out and re¬ 
main a fully fledged supermini. 

Skoda claim more rear knee and 
headroom than any rival, helped by 
the fact that the Fabia is 22mm 
longer and 47mm taller than the 
model it replaces. Boot capacity 
stands at an impressive 300 litres 
with the seats in place or a massive 
1,163 litres when they're folded. 

Equipment levels were never the 
Fabia's strong point, relying instead 
on solid no-nonsense build quality. 
This time round there are items like 
electronically-controlled Climatron- 
ic air-conditioning and an MP3/iPod 


compatible stereo. Unimpeachable 
build quality you can also take for 
granted. 

Skoda had the element of surprise 
on their side with the old Fabia. No¬ 
body really saw it coming. 

This time round, the Fabia is ex¬ 
pected to be excellent.
